Kids sign library petition

Library patron Jean Palmer 
plans to work during the sum- 
mer to persuade Memorial 
Hall Library to change its chil- 
dren’s access policy. Anne 
Merrill, of 20 High St., has 
agreed to do some research on 
the subject also. 

Last week, Ms. Palmer’s 11- 
year-old daughter, Lee, a fifth- 
grader at South Elementary 
School, and classmate Janine 
Givens, of 14 Marland Road, 
delivered a petition containing 
169 or 170 signatures of people 


who want the children to have 
full access at Memorial Hall 
Library. (All but four signa- 
tures belong to third-, fourth- 
and fifth-graders. Four signa- 
tures are those of teachers. ) 

Current policy restricts chil- 
dren in sixth grade and young- 
er from being on the main 
floor of the library unless they 
are with a parent or unless 
they have permission from the 
librarian in the children’s 
room.

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2% override withdrawn

Voters at Andover’s Town Meeting 
didn’t face a Proposition 242 override as 
planned Monday night. 

Article 5, asking for $1.1 million for 
schools, was withdrawn on an agreement 
among the Board of Selectmen, the Fi- 
nance Committee and the School Commit- 
tee, after a previous vote raised the 
town’s budget by $500,000, giving the 
school system the entire amount for its 


. operating budget. 


Town officials expect to receive at least 
that amount in local aid from the state for 
next fiscal year, starting July 1.

Demolition law, d

Residents at Town Meeting this week 
voted against increasing retirement bene- 
fits for longtime town employees and not 
to appropriate money for conservation 
purchases. Voters opted for a demolition 
delay bylaw to save historic buildings and 
to increase restrictions in the dog leash 
law. 

The expansion of retirement benefits 
for longtime town employees was defeat- 
ed Monday night, but the emotional ap- 
peals to help some former employees now 
living at the poverty level did not go un- 
heard, 

After more than 30 minutes of debate, it 


The $500,000 will give the schools 
enough money to plan for the coming 
school year. The money will salvage 14 
teaching and instructional positions, one 
program adviser, one guidance counsel- 
or, a portion of the media supplies budget 
and freshman athletics. It also will pro- 
vide funds to hire an intrim superinten- 
dent of schools in January 1991.

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Student injured at AHS

Officials are working on a theory that 
an Andover High School student jumped 
out a third-floor classroom window Tues- 
day to illustrate a presentation on non- 
conformity. 

But the student, David Livingston, 16, 
reached by telephone Wednesday, denied 
the classroom discussion was the motiva- 
tion for the jump. 

“T wouldn't relate it to that too much,” 
Mr. age said. ‘I wouldn’t do that 
at all.”’ 

Mr. Livingston said it just happened. 

“T’d like everyone to know that I really 
regret what I did. And I’m sorry for all 
the trouble I. caused,” he said. “I really 
didn’t want to shake anyone up.”’ 

Mr. Livingston, the son of James Liv- 
ingston of 1 Nob Hill Circle and Susan 
Abate of Methuen, was admitted to Law- 
rence General Hospital after the 11:51 
a.m. incident. 

Wednesday morning he was listed in 
stable condition at the hospital. He was 
scheduled for surgery Thursday morning, 
according to his mother. She said he has 
no permanent damage but has fractures 
to his spine, hip and wrist. She also said 
there were no drugs in his system. 

Wilbur Hixon, principal of Andover 
High, said Mr. Livingston is a “good 

school citizen with no discipline record.” 
His father said David Livingston plays 
guitar and plans to attend Berklee Col- 
lege of Music in Boston this summer, 


Mr. Livingston and another student 
were making a presentation on conformi- 
ty and non-conformity to classmates in 
the school’s Dominant Ideas of Man 
course, according to Mr. Hixon. The tea- 
cher of the course, William Becker, was 
in the audience along with the other stu- 
dents listening to the presentation, said 
Mr. Hixon. 

“While the other student was an- 
swering a question, he (Mr. Livingston), 
for some unexplained reason, went to the 
window, didn’t hesitate, never stopped

and went out,” said Mr. Hixon. 

The student apparently never antic- 
ipated injuring himself, according to Mr. 
Hixon. 

“He fully intended not to get hurt and 
come back into the classroon after he 
jumped,” Mr. Hixon said. 

A student eyewitness, freshman Cam 
Arnott, who was outside in the parking lot 
on a lunch break, said Mr. Livingston 
seemed to come out the window and con- 
tinued walking or running off the small 
ledge. The eyewitness said Mr. Liv- 
ingston dropped in a near-sitting position. 

Mr. Livingston landed almost feet first 
on the grass after the roughly 30-foot drop

Group tackles 
downtown 
parking 


By Don Staruk 


The Central Business District Sub- 
committee Friday morning dis- 
cussed parking proposals for 
downtown that could include parking 
along The Park on Chestnut Street 
between Bartlet and Whittier streets 
and at the old Elm Street Garage on 
Elm Street. 

The CBD subcommittee was 
formed by the Planning Board in 
March to look at what actions the 
town could take to retain basic serv- 
ices downtown after the announced 
closing of Barcelos grocery store on 
Main Street. A lack of parking has 
long been considered a deterrent to 
business downtown. 

Originally made up of six mem- 
bers, the group last month was offi- 
cially paired down to just the two 
Planning Board members after resi- 
dent John Doyle, of 40 Reservation 
Road, questioned the legality of non- 
appointed residents serving on an of- 
ficial board. 

Al Daniels, town counsel, inter- 
preted the town charter to support 
Mr. Doyle’s suggestion that only a 
pointed members of a board could 
serve on any subcommittee of the 
board. 

Planning Board members Hooks 
Johnston and William Dalton now 
make up the official membership of 
the CBD subcommittee. Original 
subcommitte members Marge 
Bradshaw, a former Planning Board 
chairwoman, Robert Henderson Sr., 
Andover Savings Bank president, 
and Janet Wallace, Andover Center 
Association chairwoman, still attend 
the meetings and offer their input. 

Kenneth Mahony, former town 
manager and another original mem- 
ber of the subcommittee, has not at- 
tended a CBD meeting since the 
status of the members was clarified 
to exclude nonappointed citizens. 

The parking proposals discussed 
last week were among several possi- 
bilities outlined by Harry Smith, 
town planner and liaison to the 
group, as a way to alleviate a lack of 
parking in the downtown area. 

The idea to allow parking along 
The Park on Chestnut Street did not 
get favorable response from those at 
the meeting, according to Mr.

Smith. 

The group discussed creating 
parking in the grassy Richmond 
Properties lot beside the Free Chris- 
tian Church on Elm Street and in the 
old Elm Street Garage lot next to the 
Andover Spa. Changing the “no 
parking”’ area on the west side of 
Florence Street to all day parking 
was another option discussed. 

The parking bylaw could also be 
changed to allow more, but smaller, 
spaces in the CBD, according to Mr. 
Smith. Reducing the measurements 
currently required in the bylaw 
could make more spaces for smaller 
cars. 

The group will continue its dis- 
cussion of parking problems and 
proposed solutions at its next meet- 
ing on Friday, June 22 at 7 a.m.

Although he wasn’t officially retired 
from the Andover Police Department un- 
til this past Saturday, June 9, Lt. Hector 
Pattullo Jr., 61, was already enjoying the 
set life at home last week while using up 

is vacation time. 

“T’d like to take it easy for a while,”’ Lt. 
Pattullo says while sitting out on his deck 
last Friday morning, his only concern a 
glass of iced tea for his guest. 

After 35 years on the force, maybe the 
man deserves a break. 

He joined the department as a reserve 
officer in April of 1955. He had been work- 
ing at the Marland Mills on Stevens 
Street, and was worried about getting laid 
off. Already married five years, he was 
looking for a job that could offer him and 
a family some security. 

He talked to Roy Russell, a neighbor 
and policeman at the time, about being a 
cop, took the civil service exam and that 
was about it, according to Lt. Pattullo. 

Two years after becoming a reserve of- 
ficer he was hired as a full-time patrol- 
man. By 1961 he was promoted to 
sergeant and he became a lieutenant in 
1971. 


The lieutenant was the firearms in- 
structor for the department for many 
years. Getting the position was lucky, he 
says.

Ms. Duxbury moved from environmen- 
tal issues at the local level to the state 
level, serving on various national League 
environmental committees. Later she 
worked for three years at the Center for 
Environmental Management at Tufts 
University, until 1985, and two years ago 
this August she began her own company, 
Dana Duxbury Associates, and also a 
non-profit group, Waste Watch Center, at 
15 Haverhill St. 

Ms. Duxbury is also an avid bird watch- 
er and currently serves as president of 
the Merrimack Valley Bird Club.

Teacher learns 
from schools 
in Japan 


An Andover man got a taste of ed- 
ucation in the Far East recently 
when he visited schools in Japan. 

Richard Lennon of Bradley Road, 
who teaches computer science and 
coaches swimming at Medford High 
School, presented a synopsis of his 
trip to parents of Greater Boston 
Japanese Language School students. 

He was accompanied by Jean Bar- 
ry of Wilmington, an elementary 
teacher in Medford, who also went to 
Japan. 


“Tt was a fun trip,’”’ Mr. Lennon 
said. 

He and Ms. Barry were awarded 
the first New England travel grant 
to study in Japan by the Japanese 
government through its consular of- 
fice in Boston, the Japanese Associa- 
tion of Greater Boston, the New 
England Japanese Businessman’s 
Organization, the International So- 
ciety for Educational Information 
and the Japanese Language School. 

The pair traveled for 11 days to 
Tokyo, Kyoto, Kamakura and Nara 
on the main island of Honshu, where 
they toured educational facilities, 
research organizations and ancient 
treasures of the country. 

Mr. Lennon, who is also the pro- 
gram director of Camp Evergreen in 
Andover, conferred 
with educational 
leaders associated 
with the Japanese 
Foreign and Educa- 
tion ministries. The 
educators shared 
methods to improve 
the quality of teach- 
ing and education in 
their countries and

The town will be split into two col- 
lection routes, half the town’s recy- 
clables being picked up one week 
and the other half the next. How the 
town will be divided, details of a col- 
lection schedule and a specific start- 
ing date still need to be worked out. 


“Our goal is July 1, although it can 
and may be moved depending on 
how quick Waste Management can 
respond once we give them the go 
ahead,”’ Mr. Stapcezynski said. 


The town manager is not sure 
when the 18gallon containers to 
store the recyclable materials. will 
be distributed to homes, but he 
urged residents to start saving now. 

“Oh yeah. They should start sav- 
pe their glass,” Mr. Stapezynski 
said. 


Volunteers from Andover Recy- 
cling Inc., the group that has orga- 
nized the voluntary recycling efforts 
in town for the past 20 years, met 
with the town manager this week to 
discuss the contract options. The 
volunteers are happy with the town’s 
decision and will be assisting in any 
way they can with the transition to 


curbside pickup, according to Vir- 
ginia Cole, a member of the group. 

“There are just a few little things 
to iron out now,’’ Ms. Cole said. 


The recycling contract with Waste 
Management will cost $121,680 for 
fiscal 1991. It is for curbside collec- 
tion of recyclable paper and glass 
every other week. Waste e- 
ment will market the materials on 
its own. The contract will cost $672,- 
415 over five years. 


The 18-gallon containers will prob- 
ably be supplied by Allied Cartage, 
of Woburn, the low bidder at 
$102,000. 
Trash collection 

The contract for regular weekly 
trash collection will go to Vining Dis- 
posal Service of Stoneham. David 
Vining, the company’s owner, lives 
in Andover. 


“I’ve sent Vining a letter saying 
that I’m awarding the contract to 
them,” Mr. Stapezynski said. 


The awarding of the trash con- 
tract, as well as the recycling con- 
tract, is still contingent on some 
details being worked out with the

according . Stapezynski. 

The trash contract with Vining 
will cost $404,500 for fiscal 1991. It is 
for picking up the nonrecyclable 
trash at curbside weekly and deliv- 
ering it to the RESCO incinerator in 
North Andover. The contract will 
cost $1,784,500 over five years. 


Plastic and aluminum 

The town manager explained that 
the decision to put off plastic and 
aluminum recycling for the time be- 
ing was a financial one. 

“Budget-wise, we only had enough 
money for glass and paper,”’ he said. 

One of the factors that makes re- 
cycling affordable is the amount of 
weight it takes out of the waste 
stream. Glass and paper are heavy 
and taking them out of the waste 
stream significantly reduces the 
tons of waste Andover has to pay to 
drop at the RESCO incinerator in 
North Andover. 


“Statistically, these two are the 
greatest items by weight,” Mr. 
Stapezynski said. 

Plastic and aluminum are bulky 
but lightweight. The cost of collect- 
ing them would not be significantly

Composting 

and leaves 


Composting of grass 
would take a big chunk of weight out 
of the waste stream and the town 
will pursue at least a voluntary drop 


off composting program, according 
to the town manager. 


An area on High Plain Road has 
been discussed before as a possible 
composting site and approvals for 
that site will continue to be pursued, 
Mr. Stapczynski said. 


“The composting is important for 
us. That is useless weight for us” to 
be paying for, he said. 


“We may start off modest, with a 
voluntary drop off program.” 

Waste Management might be will- 
ing to help with transportation for 
the composting of leaves for free in 
order to avoid having to take those 
materials to the RESCO incinerator, 
according to the town manager. 


Because leaves are generally 
dumped at the same time of year, 
they are a burden for the trash col- 
lectors and the incinerator because 
they tie up the equipment.

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Ralph Quaglietta coaches for the love of it

Outside Ralph Quaglietta’s corner 
office at the Municipal Garage on 
Auburn Street in Lawrence, sits a 
vast array of spare automobile parts 
and soy Peele reminders of his 
work for Lawrence. Inside the small 
office, his walls are decorated with 
hockey pictures and trophies, mem- 
oirs of his work with youngsters. 

Mr. Quaglietta, 39, of Salem, N.H., 
loves teaching sports to kids. And it 
is this passion that enables him to 
involve himself in a high school 
street hockey league, as well as 
coach the Andover High School jnior 
varsity hockey team. 


The Lawrence Recreational De- 
partment developed the street hock- 
ey program for area players this 
past year. Ten area high schools, in- 
cluding AHS, participated in the pro- 
gram, making it quite successful. 


When the league was in its early 
stages, Mr. Quaglietta, also a refer- 
ee for the Lawrence Rec. adult 
street hockey league, thought it 
would be beneficial to get the young- 
er players of Andover involved. 


“Tt’s nice to do something for the 
kids. And it’s strictly for a good 
time,’ said Mr. Quaglietta. “I 
wanted to get the younger kids in- 
volved in street hockey. It’s all free 
and all voluntary (for the kids).”’ 

A unique quality of the program is 
the 10 teams are represented by its 
high school players. ‘‘We wanted to 
start a program where we kept most 
of the players together,’’ said Mr. 
Quaglietta. 

He said the players can range

from freshmen to seniors, which 
does not affect the style of play. ‘‘To 
me, the level of competition is very 
good,”’ he said. ‘It’s not a checking 
league, it’s a stamina league.”’ 

Mr. lary, gies said street hockey, 
played at the new rink on the South 
Lawrence Commons on Saturdays, 
is unlike ice hockey. ‘It’s a little dif- 
ferent of a game. I think it’s harder 
because of the running and the shots 


are harder,” he said. 

The response from Andover con- 
cerning the program has been over- 
whelming so far, he said. 

“The parents are coming down 
watching the games and supporting 
the kids,’’ Mr. Quaglietta said. “I 
think the kids really like it.”’ 

Hockey has always played a pt 
in Ralph Quaglietta’s life. Back in 
the late ’60s, he was a goaltender for 


Lawrence High School. But it was in 
the early ’70s when his hockey 
coaching apprenticeship began. 

Although he had coached different 
sports, he said, it was his then 4+ 
year-old son, Shawn, whose interest 
in hockey led Mr. Quaglietta to 
coach. ‘I was drawn more or less to 
hockey by him,”’ he said. 

After coaching 15 years at the 
youth hockey level, Mr. Quaglietta 
answered an advertisement for the 
vacant JV coaching position at AHS 
in 1985. He has remained there ever 
since, compiling a record of 37-24-13. 

Jim Hurley, Andover High School 
athletic director, recently called 
Quaglietta “‘an outstanding coach.” 

“The kids ae playing for him 
and he has gotten the JV program 
off on the right foot,” said Mr. Hurl- 


ey. 

He said the JV program has 
changed since he started the job. 
“The year I took over there were 13 
kids at the JV level. I believe we now 
have 23.” 

As a coach, Mr. Quaglietta has im- 
plemented a no-cut policy. 

“I want to show a group of kids 
that if they stick with a program, 
they can make it,” he said. “The 
kids feel playing hockey here, they 
can make it and it takes the pressure 
off them. And they’re having fun.” 

Mr. Quaglietta warns that coach- 
ing is not meant for everyone. 
“You've got to love this. You can’t 
do it for any other reason but love.” 

Indeed, it seems coaching was 
made for Mr. Quaglietta, especially 
at AHS. “‘It’s probably been one of 
the best four years of my life,” he 
said.

ask the trustees again in the 
fall,” said Jean Palmer. 

The trustees said at their 
June meeting that they are be- 
hind the policy, which Nancy 
Jacobson, library director, 
also backs. The trustees 
formed a subcommittee to stu- 
dy Ms. Palmer’s complaints 
about the library. The full 
committee of trustees doesn’t 
meet again until September, at 
which time subcommittee 
members said they would 
make an initial response to 
Ms. Palmer’s complaints. 

Lee Palmer told the Towns- 
man last Friday that Ms. Ja- 
cobson responded to the 
children’s petition by writing a 
letter to her mother. “I was 
sort of upset at that because 
me and my friend did the peti- 
tion,” said Lee Palmer. “It 
wasn’t my mother’s petition.” 

Lee Palmer said Ms. Jacob- 
son said the trustees would dis- 
cuss the petition when they 
meet in September. ‘‘I thought 
they would be more willing (to 
change the policy) because a 
lot of kids want this,” said Lee 
Palmer. 


In a meeting last Friday 
with Ms. Jacobson, Jean 
Palmer brought the American 
Library Association’s 
guidelines for children’s rooms 
and children’s access to the at- 
tention of Ms. Jacobson. Those 
guidelines, adopted in Decem- 
ber of 1987, state in part, “‘Ev- 
ery child in Massachusetts is 
entitled to a free, readily ac- 
cessible, and specialized pro- 
gram of public library service. 

“Children must have access 
on an equal basis with adults 
to all the services and materi- 
als the library provides.” 

The policy also says, “The 
library offers, at no charge, a 
full range of materials and 
services to children, setting no 
limitations on use of materials 
because of a child’s age or the 
type of material.”’ 

ne of Lee and Jean Palm- 
ers’ complaints is that Lee and 
other young children aren’t al- 
lowed access to the young 
adult collection until they are 
in seventh grade. Ms. Jacob- 
son points out that the children 
can take these books out if

their parents accompany 
them. 

But part of the American Li- 
brary Association policy says, 
“Children’s department. staff 
shall act as guides for young 
people making the transition 
to young adult or adult 
materals, either by introduc- 
ing them to materials outside 
the children’s area or by help- 
ing them to make reference in- 
quiries to adult services 
staff.” 


Article 5 of the Library Bill 
of Rights states that, “A per- 
son’s right to use a library 
should not be denied or 
abridged because of origin, 
age, background or views.”’ 

Asked how she feels about 
these state library guidelines, 
Ms. Jacobson said, “I feel it is 
a matter of interpretation.” 


Ms. Jacobson added that the 
issue of children’s access is 
making her seem unfair. “TI 
am a very open-minded per- 
son,” she said. ‘I believe in as 
few rules as possible. Our aim 
is to serve aS many people as 
possible. We care a lot.’ 


Ms. Jacobson said the li- 
brary already is overcrowded 
and if young children were al- 
lowed on the main floor at all 
times, it would be a larger 
problem. 

“We have different shaped 
buildings (than some other 
communities),” she said.

“You didn’t arrest as many people 
then,” Lt. Pattullo says. 

Drunken driving is one area where po- 
lice have had to change their procedures, 
according to Lt. Pattullo. 

Drinking and driving was always a 
problem, but there weren’t as many cars 
30 years ago. And even if a driver was 
charged it was only treated like a ticket, 
according to Lt. Pattullo. 

Often, if a driver was pulled over and 
found to be intoxicated, a police officer 
might drive the person home and even 
have someone drive his or her car. 

But deadly accidents involving drunken 
drivers and courts holding police officers 
responsible for damages have changed 
the way policemen do their business, 
according to the lieutenant. 

‘“‘Even a border line driving under case, 
it changed it. Now you have to arrest,”’ 
Lt. Pattullo says. 

Appointing designated drivers has been 
the best idea Lt. Pattullo has seen to deal 


. with getting drunk drivers off the roads. 


“It’s one of the best things you could do. 
If you are going out for a night on the 
town, it’s so easy to get someone to 
drive,’’ the lieutenant says. 

Drugs are another problem that police 
officers have had to adjust to over the 
years, according to the lieutenant. 

“Drugs started in the late ’50s I guess,” 
says the lieutenant. 

He remembers finding marijuana and 
asking, ‘‘What’s this?”’ 

“T didn’t know what it was,’’ he says. 

Like most people older than 30, Lt. Pat- 
tullo remembers where he was on Nov. 
22, 1963, when he heard President John F’. 
Kennedy had been shot. 

A sergeant at the time, he was working 
a detail at the Elm Farm store where De- 
Moulas Market Basket is now. Someone 
coming in or going out told him what had 
happened. 

“So I went in the Grants (department 
store) and stayed there and watched it on 
television,’’ he says. 

Although he was never involved in a 
shootout himself, he was called in to as- 
sist state police detectives the day Ser- 
geant William Mackenzie Jr., a 
patrolman at the time, shot a juvenile 
during an attempted robbery at the Law- 
rence Savings Bank in Shawsheen 
Square. 

Good and bad parts 
Responding to a suicide or an accident 


are the bad parts of being a policeman, 
according to Lt. Pattullo. 

One of the most difficult things he ever 
had to do was face the parents of a young 
girl who died in a car accident. 

The accident was at the intersection of 
Shawsheen Road and Stevens Street not 
too far from the lieutenant’s house. A car 
with eight high school students in it had 
hit a telephone pole. Three girls were 
pinned in the front seat, but survived. A 
fourth was in the back, dead. At the hospi- 
tal, Lt. Pattullo had to escort the parents 
in to identify their daughter. 

“Every time it’s worse than the last 
time. It never changes. You don’t get 
used to it,’’ he says. “Those are things 
that stay with you.” 

Not everything is bad. 

“There are a lot of good things about 
being a cop,” the lieutenant says. 

ih ie get an opporunity to help people 
out.’ 

Two of Lt. Pattullo’s four sons, Donald 
and Brian, have become Andover police 
officers and a third, Clifford, is an And- 
over firefighter. A fourth son, David, 
worked for the town as an assistant build- 
ing inspector for a while, and is now a 
carpenter on his own. 

Of his 35 years on the force, Lt. Pattullo 
says he would gladly go back and do it all 
again. 

‘Sure. I’d do it. And I wouldn’t hesitate 
to tell a young person to do it either,” he 


says. 

Lt. Pattullo says he and his wife, Be- 
atrice, have no intention of moving to 
Florida now that he has retired. He’s nev- 
er been a golfer and says he doesn’t plan 
to take it up. 


“We don’t mind the winters anymore 
because we’ve taken up cross-country 
skiing. It makes the winters go a lot fas- 
ter,”’ the lieutenant says. 

He and his sons enjoy outdoor activities 
and do a lot of hiking and rock climbing in 
the White Mountains of New Hampshire. 
The lieutenant is nursing a stress fracture 
in his leg right now, but can’t wait to start 
hiking this summer. 

Chief James Johnson has also asked Lt. 
Pattullo to consider joining the auxiliary 
police force so he could relate some of his 
experience to younger officers and assist 
in firearms training. Lt. Pattullo is inter- 
ested. 

“I’m not completely gone. I guess I'll 
be around a bit,’’ he says. 

Then he got up to get that iced tea.

current salary for the position that 
they held. The proposal asked for 
$35,000 this year and $170,000 next 
and succeeding years. 

Edward Weil Jr., a member of the 


Finance Committee, speaking 
against the article, said the FinCom 
understood that some retirees need 
an increase in their benefits, but 
that this proposal committed the 
town to a much larger future debt. 

Currently, 43 former longtime em- 
ployees receive the retirement bene- 
fits, four of them less than $8,000 a 
year, according to Mr. Weil. But this 
proposal would have added less than 
$2,000 to each of those four, he said. 

At the same time it would have 
increased benefits for more recent 
retirees while committing the town 
to an uncontrollable expense in fu- 
ture years. The actual cost of the 
change would run into the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars or more each 
year and Mr. Weil compared the ex- 
pense to the burdens of Medicaid 
and health insurance. 

Several residents, including Se- 
lectman Gerald Silverman, made 
emotional pleas on the plight of the 
elder retirees scraping to just get 
by. And FinCom members agreed 
that, regardless of how the vote 
turned out at Town Meeting, atten- 
tion would have to be given to pro- 
viding some assistance to those 
retirees in need. 

But Douglas Mitchell, of 172 High 
Plain Road, said that although the 
idea of helping former employees 
was a good one, he questioned the 
quality of the state law the article 


would enact. 

“Ts this a bad law?” Mr. Mitchell 
asked Mr. Silverman. 

Mr. Silverman agreed that there 
might be a better way to help those 
in need. 

Thayer Warshaw, of 45 Clark 
Road and a longtime resident, said 
the proposal was confusing and drew 
applause when he told the audience 
he was sorry to have to vote against 
the benefits increase.

He speaks with disdain of his library 
which, he feels, treats him as a 
child; if he ventures beyond his des- 
ignated ‘‘appropriate’’ (?) space, he 
needs his hand held, literally or figu- 
ratively, by his mother. Even if he 
were not paying through taxation for 
this slight, there would be something 
wrong with this picture.

Education 
is still 
at risk here 


Editor, Townsman: 
To the citizens of Andover: 

I want to thank all those who came 
to the annual Town Meeting to sup- 
port education in Andover; but at 
the same time I want to caution you 
ak education in Andover is still at 
risk. 

While the current economic confu- 
sion in the Commonwealth makes it 
hard to explain the budgetary diffi- 
culties being experienced by educa- 
tion in Andover, it is even harder to 
understand how town officials ex- 

ect the state to provide more fund- 
ing next year than it did this. While I 
believe the state politicians will find 
a way to return the local aid with- 
held last summer, it won’t restore 
the educational resources we were 
forced to give up then. While I be- 
lieve the politicians will pay the final 
local installment for this year, I be- 
lieve this is being done only to aid 
their re-elections this fall. The state 
still has an unsolved fiscal crisis. 


None of your legislative leaders 
are saying that they have found a 
fool-proof solution. They are willing 
to raise the sales and income taxes 
of Andover citizens and spend the 
revenue elsewhere, but they certain- 
ly have not been willing to wrestle 
with the waste in government. After 
the election, if not before, you will 
hear more about the Hamel commit- 
tee’s recommendations for relaxa- 
tion of Proposition 242. This will be 
represented as a solution to the eco- 
nomic problems which all cities and 
towns are experiencing as a conse- 
quence of inept state government. If 
those recommendations are passed, 
there will be justification for re- 
duced funding of local aid. I urge 
you to stay tuned to the debate on 
budgets and taxes. Andover will not 
get the funding necessary to main- 
tain its educational standards from 
the Commonwealth. The School 
Committee has taken a lonely road 


for responsible government. Com- 
promise, at least for the present, is 
the only reasonable approach. 
However, in order to preserve edu- 
cation at any realistic level in And- 
over, we will be back requesting the 
additional funds, which the state has 
never promised and will never deliv- 
er, from town meeting. I hope I am 
wrong but I don’t see any second 
‘Massachusetts miracle” to answer 
our needs. Please remain vigilant 
and support us again when the time 
comes. Education is critical to our 
kids and our grandchildren. It’s an 
essential part of what makes And- 
over a good place to live. Don’t let 
the politicians erode our system by 
ae off decisions until it’s too- 
ate.

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Baseball faces defeat after many wins

It was a sweet ride — this 1990 season. But now 
it is over. 

And moments after it ended Andover High 
baseball Coach Dave Bettencourt stood near 
home plate at Lynn’s Fraser Field, repeating his 
philosophy several times during the course of the 
conversation. 


“‘We don’t get caught up in all this ‘we’re just * 


happy to be here’ stuff,’”’ said Bettencourt. ‘‘We 
came here today to win, and we can’t be satisfied 
with anything less than a victory.” 

It was that kind of dogged determination that 
brought the most successful AHS baseball team 
in history to the brink of a state Division 1 
championship this spring. 

But the dream faded in Tuesday’s late af- 
ternoon twilight, as the Golden Warriors fell two 
victories shy of the elusive state crown. 

Eastern Mass. South Sectional titlist New Bed- 
ford High, combining effective pitching and sharp 
defense, edged North Sectional champ Andover 5- 
3 to earn a berth opposite either Westfield or Mil- 
ford in the state final this Saturday at Holy Cross. 

“It was a great year,”’ said Bettencourt. ‘‘The 
kids did a lot of growing up this spring. They 
grew together as a team. They gave it everything 
they had, which is all you can ask, and fell just a 
little short.” 

Andover, en route to its first-ever North Sec- 
tional title and Final Four berth, compiled a 20-4 
record that included earlier tournament blastings 
of Boston Latin (11-2), Medford (19-10) and Ar- 
lington (11-6). 

It was one step further than the 1988 crew went, 
but two steps shy of where they wanted to be. 

The Andover players, Merrimack Valley Con- 
ference Large School champions, took the loss 
hard. Several sat in the dugout long after the 
game had ended, heads bowed, and then slowly 
made their way across the field to the buses. 

They were given a well-deserved standing 
ovation by a strong contingent of hometown fans 
after the contest, and were applauded again by 
the New Bedford people as they left. 

“Give New Bedford credit. They didn’t have 
any breakdowns today,” noted Bettencourt. ‘“‘We 
made most of the plays, but they made all the 
plays.”’ 


Courageous Efforts 

Opposing pitchers Dave Blank of Andover and 
Joe Oliver both deserved praise. 

Warriors’ co-ace Blank, a hard-throwing lefty 
who finished the season with a 7-2 record that 
included five one-hitters, went the distance de- 
spite a bruised left kneecap that made it difficult 
for him to push off the rubber. 

He had a one-hitter working for four innings, at 
which time the teams were locked in a 1-1 tie, and 
finished with a seven-hitter, six walks and five 
strikeouts. 

The last two figures were uncharacteristic, 
Blank having averaged over one strikeout per in- 
ning and less than two walks per game. 

He threw 126 pitches. 

Oliver, the Whalers’ No. 3 pitcher, yielded sev- 
en hits and two runs before tiring in the seventh. 
He walked five and struck out two. 

When Oliver faltered in the seventh, New Bed- 
ford Coach Frank Fernandez came with south- 
paw stopper Aaron Perron. 

The Whalers’ top hurler, who had thrown five 
innings in a 4-3 triumph over Dennis-Yarmouth 
two days earlier, stood the Warriors on their ear 
over the final 2-1/3 innings. 

Blank hammered a long triple and scored the 
third AHS run in the eighth, but aside from that 
Perron was overpowering. He faced seven bat- 
ters, striking out five and retiring the other two 
on a grounder to third and game-ending pop to 
shortstop. 

“Some kids can smell it,’ said Bettencourt. 
“They sense the kill and know how to go after it. 
Our Chris Eggert is like that, and professional 
athletes like Larry Bird are like that. He (Per- 
ron) threw to locations and had some extra pop 
on the fastball.”’ 

“My arm felt great,’’ said Perron. “I thought 
Joe (Oliver) kept Andover off balance, using his 
curve to get a lot of groundballs. And we didn’t 
Make “ahy errors.”’

“‘We got more than we expected from Oliver,” 
said Coach Fernandez. “His overhand deuce was 
working well, but he seemed a little flustered af- 
ter the bunt single (Jim Landry) which caught us 
off guard in the seventh. The lefty (Perron) gave 
Andover a different look, a different speed, and a 
kid that likes to move the ball in and out.” 
Early Problems 

The Warriors fell behind 1-0 in the bottom of the 
first inning, and ran into some outs while trying 
to get the run back. 

The Whalers took the lead when Radames Lo- 
pez belted a one-out double to the base of the wall 
down the leftfield line, took third on Todd Soares’ 
fielder’s choice grounder, and scored as Red Sox 
draftee Quinn Feno reached safely on a third 
strike wild pitch. 

A walk and single by Chris Eggert appeared to 
produce an AHS threat in the first, but the runner 
at second base was thrown out making too wide a 
turn after the hit. 

In the second Brett Hammond laced a one-out 
single and was caught stealing. Bryan Smith then 
walked, took second on a wild pitch, but was 
thrown out by plenty at home as he tried to score 
on Matt Orlando’s opposite field single to right. 

‘‘We wanted to stay aggressive on the base- 
paths,”’ explained Bettencourt, “but we also 
found out their catcher and outfielders could 
throw the ball.” 

Warriors Tie 

The Warriors did tie it 1-1 in the third when 
Peter Reming lashed a leadoff single, took second 
on a wild pitch, third on Joe Iarrobino’s infield 
out, and crossed on a single up-the-middle by so- 
phomore Jim Landry. 

Curt Soloman and Orlando drew walks in the 
Andover fourth, but were left stranded. 

Oliver then settled down and retired 10 consec- 
utive hitters, including nine on infield grounders. 

New Bedford, 21-3, took a 4-1 lead in the fifth as 
Perron singled to left, Jamie Sylvia worked 
Blank for a one-out walk, both advanced on a wild 
pitch, and Derek Frates delivered a clutch two- 
run single to leftfield. Another wild pitch and 
throwing error moved Frates to third, from 
where he scored the eventual winning run on Lo- 
pez’s bloop single over the drawn-in infield. 

The rivals traded runs in the seventh, AHS clos- 
ing to 4-2 and chasing Oliver after Reming drew a 
two-out walk and scored on Iarrobino’s monster 
double to centerfield. Landry followed with his 
surprise bunt single, but Perron entered and 
slammed the door. 

New Bedford’s insurance run came when Oli- 
ver singled and later crossed on Lopez's fielder’s 
choice grounder. 

In the Andover eighth Blank led with a mam- 
moth triple to right-centerfield and scored the fi- 
nal run on Soloman’s infield out.

The odyssey has begun for Andover native Rob 
Carpentier. 

The former Andover High and University of 
New Hampshire baseball pitcher has started liv- 
ing out a fantasy, after being selected by the New 
York Mets in the 26th round of the annual Major 
League Amateur Baseball Draft last week. 

Within 48 hours after being drafted, Carpentier, 
who now makes his home in Windham, N.H., was 
inked to a contract by Mets’ scout Paul Barretta. 

He was immediately sent to Port St. Lucie, 
Fla., for one week’s orientation at the Mets’ rook- 
ie camp, leaving last Sunday morning. 

Once that is completed Carpentier will be as- 
signed to the Mets’ farm team in Kingsport, 
Tenn., for eight weeks. 

At the conclusion of that two-month stint Rob 
may be among a select group chosen to play an 
additional four to five weeks, in September, for 
one of three Mets’ minor league clubs in Sarasota 
(Fla.), Pittsfield (Mass.) or Kingsport. 

“This is something I’ve always dreamed about, 
and right now I want to give it all my effort and 
concentration,”’ said the 21-year-old Carpentier, a 
junior political science major at UNH. 

Prior to the draft, Carpentier said he has re- 
ceived calls from representatives of the Toronto 
Bluejays, Texas Rangers, world champion Oak- 
landA’s and Houston Astros, as well as the Mets, 
while the Chicago White Sox sent him a letter. 

“Houston sounded the most serious of all the 
teams,”’ said Carpentier. “But I couldn’t be hap- 
pier with the Mets. They’re my favorite team, 
because of (pitcher Dwight) Gooden. I don’t use 
him as a role model (several scrapes with the 
law), but I do admire him as a pitcher. I’m in awe 
of Gooden and (Roger) Clemens.” 

While the 26th round seems like an after 
thought, it means little in the baseball draft. Nu- 
merous top professionals have been selected in 
much later rounds, as the endless selection proc- 
ess usually lasts for 60 or 70 rounds. 

“I’m just happy I went at all,”’ noted Carpen- 
tier. 

One of the stipulated signing bonus clauses 
calls for the Mets to pay for Rob’s senior year in 
college, whether it’s at UNH or elsewhere.

Carpentier played Little League, Babe Ruth, 
American Legion and high school baseball in 
Andover, and has been a member of the UNH 
Wildcats’ varsity team for the past two years. 

Playing for an admittedly average college 
team, Carpentier posted a 4-5 won-lost record and 
4.50 earned run average the spring of his sopho- 
more year. ; 

This past spring he was 6-4 with a 3.50 ERA for 
a club that finished one game under .500. 

The 6’1’’, 190-pound power pitcher, who says 
he’s “flirting with a 90 m.p.h. fastball,’ spent the 
past three summers pitching for the Lowell 
Braves semi-pro team of the Eastern Mass. 
League. 

Working mostly as a short reliever and closer. 
Rob lost just one game in three years while help- 
ing Lowell to a state title and league 
championship. The Braves lost in the finals of the 
Eastern Stan Musial League Regional Tourna- 
ment finals in Syracuse two years ago. 

When Carpentier learned of his selection by the 
Mets last week he was playing ball in Chatham, 
New Brunswick, as a member of the Chatham 
Ironmen.
